DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 24-27, 30, 33 and 37-38 are allowed over the prior art of record as 
amended in the reply filed 1/06/2009. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a long nose manipulatable catheter with a 
flexible joint region defining a main lumen and an adjacent wire lumen. The wire lumen 
has an opening near or at a distal end of the flexible joint region and a push/pull wire 
can be pushed or pulled through the wire lumen. The catheter assembly also has least 
one radio-opaque marker band for securing the push/pull wire. The joint region can 
further be varied to extend distally from with braided region. 

The closest prior art of record is Webster, Jr. (USPN5,431 ,1 68) and Truckai et al. 
(USPN5,487,757), however these references do not disclose the device as claimed or 
described above. 

Regarding claims 1 and 30, the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all 
the limitations or render obvious the specific steering mechanism comprising a flexible 
joint region and extension region containing a radio-opaque band and push/pull wire 
being affixed to the radio-opaque through an opening in a wire lumen.
